In the year two thousand and sixteen, on the twenty-second day of December, 

before Maitre Martine SCHAEFFER, notary residing in Luxembourg, Grand Duchy 
of Luxembourg, 

was held an extraordinary general meeting (the Meeting) of the sole shareholder 
of EPISO 3 German Holdings S.a r.l., a private limited liability company ( societe a 
responsabilite limitee) incorporated under the laws of the Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg, having its registered office at 16, avenue Pasteur, L-2310 
Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, registered with the Register of 
Commerce and Companies of Luxembourg under number B180919 (the 
Company). 

The Company was incorporated on October 3, 2013 pursuant to a deed of Maitre 
Martine SCHAEFFER, notary residing in Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg, published in the Memorial C, Recueil des Societes et Associations, 
number 3001 , on November 27, 201 3. The articles of association of the Company 
have been rectified on November 18, 2013 pursuant to a deed of Maitre Martine 
SCHAEFFER, notary residing in Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, 
published in the Memorial C, Recueil des Societes et Associations, number 68, on 
January 8, 2014. The articles of association of the Company (the Articles) have 
been amended for the last time pursuant to a deed of Maitre Henri Beck, notary 
residing in Echternach, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, on October 4, 2016, 
published in the Recueil Electronique des Societes et Associations number 
RESA 2016 1 1 6.581 dated October 1 2, 2016. 

There appeared 

EPISO 3 Luxembourg Holding S.a r.l., a Luxembourg private limited liability 
company (societe a responsabilite limitee) incorporated under the laws of 
Luxembourg, having its registered office at 16, avenue Pasteur L-2310 
Luxembourg, registered with the Register of Commerce and Companies of 
Luxembourg under number B 173174 (the Sole Shareholder), 
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hereby represented by Mrs Isabel DIAS, private employee, residing professionally 
in L-1750 Luxembourg, 74, avenue Victor Hugo, by virtue of a proxy given under 
private seal. 

Said proxy, after having been signed ne varietur by the proxyholder acting on 
behalf of the appearing party and the undersigned notary, shall remain attached to 
this deed for the purpose of registration. 

The Sole Shareholder has requested the undersigned notary to record the 
following: 

I. That the Sole Shareholder holds all the shares in the share capital of the 
Company; 

II. That the agenda of the Meeting is worded as follows: 

1. Approval of the redemption of all the Redeemable Shares (as defined 
in the Articles) (the Redeemed Shares) having each a par value of 
one euro (EUR 1.-) (the Redemption); 

2. Approval of the redemption price for the Redeemed Shares and 
reduction of the share capital of the Company by an amount of on 
hundred euros (EUR 100.-) in order to bring the capital from its 
present amount of twelve thousand six hundred euros (EUR 12,600.-) 
to the amount of twelve thousand five hundred euros (EUR 12,500.-) 
by way of redemption and cancellation of the Redeemed Shares; 

3. Decision to confer all powers to the board of managers of the 
Company in order to implement the necessary accounting 
amendments and to organise the funding of the aggregate redemption 
price to the Sole Shareholder and to see to any formalities in 
connection therewith; 

4. Amendment and restatement of articles 5,7,16 and article 1 7.3 of the 
Articles of the Company; 

5. Amendment to the register of shareholders of the Company in order to 
reflect the above changes and to authorise and empower any 
manager of the Company, each acting individually, to proceed on 
behalf of the Company, to the registration of the redemption of the 
Redeemed Shares in the register of shareholders of the Company and 
to execute, deliver and perform under any documents (including a 
notice) necessary or useful for such purpose; 

6. Miscellaneous. 

III. That the Meeting has taken the following resolutions. 
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FIRST RESOLUTION 


The Meeting resolves to approve the redemption of all the Redeemable Shares (as 
defined in the Articles) (the Redeemed Shares) having each a par value of one 
euro (EUR 1.-) (the Redemption). 

SECOND RESOLUTION 

The Meeting resolves to cancel hereby the Redeemed Shares. Subsequently, the 
subscribed capital of the Company is reduced by an amount of one hundred euros 
(EUR 100.-) in order to bring the capital from its present amount of twelve 
thousand six hundred euros (EUR 12,600.-) to the amount of twelve thousand five 
hundred euros (EUR 12,500.-) by way of redemption and cancellation of the 
Redeemed Shares. 

The Meeting resolves to approve the redemption price for the Redeemed Shares of 
two million eight hundred and sixty-two thousand two hundred and seventy-seven 
euros and forty-five cents (EUR 2,862,277.45), as it was determined by the 
Company’s board of managers split as follows: 

Two million seven hundred and nineteen thousand one hundred and sixty- 
three euros and fifty-eight cents (EUR 2,719,163.58) for the Class A-2 
Redeemable Shares; and 

One hundred and forty-three thousand one hundred and thirteen euros and 
eighty-seven cents (EUR 143,113.87) for the Class B-2 Redeemable 
Shares. 


THIRD RESOLUTION 

The Meeting resolves to confer all powers to the board of managers of the 
Company in order to implement the necessary accounting amendments and to 
organise the funding of the redemption price to the Sole Shareholder and to see to 
any formalities in connection therewith. 

FOURTH RESOLUTION 

The Meeting resolves to fully restate article 5 of the Articles, so it shall henceforth 
read as follows: 

“Art. 5. Capital 

5.1 The share capital of the Company is fixed at twelve thousand five hundred 
euro (EUR 12,500.-) and is represented by: 

(i) eleven thousand eight hundred and seventy-five (11,875) Class A-1 
ordinary shares in registered form, having a par value of one euro 
(EUR 1.-) each (the Class A-1 Shares), all subscribed and fully 
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paid-up, and 


(i) six hundred and twenty-five (625) Class B-1 ordinary shares in 
registered form, having a par value of one euro (EUR 1.-) each (the 
Class B-1 Shares and together with the Class A-1 Shares, the 
Ordinary Shares), all subscribed and fully paid-up 

Each holder of a share is hereinafter individually referred to as a Shareholder 
and the holders of shares are hereinafter collectively referred to as the 

Shareholders. 

5.2 The Company may maintain a special capital reserve account and/or share 
premium account in respect of the Shares and there shall be recorded to such 
accounts, the amount or value of any contribution/premium paid up in relation 
to the Shares. Amounts so recorded to such accounts will constitute freely 
distributable reserves of the Company and will be available for distribution to 
the Shareholders, as set out in these Articles. 

5.3 The amount of the special capital reserve account and/or share premium 
account may be used for the purpose of redeeming and/or repurchasing each 
Class of Shares as per article 7 of these Articles, to offset any net realised 
losses, to make distributions to the Shareholders or to allocate funds to the 
legal reserve of the Company. 

5.4 For the avoidance of doubt, profits may be distributed to the shareholders only 
if the shareholders resolve such distribution.” 

The Meeting resolves to fully restate article 7 of the Articles, so that it shall 
henceforth read as follows: 

“Art. 7. Redemption and/or repurchase of Shares 

7.1 The Company may redeem and/or repurchase, at the option of its sole 
shareholder or shareholders, all the Shares at a redemption/repurchase price as 
determined by the Board and approved by the sole shareholder or the 
shareholders subject to any arrangements entered into from time to time by and 
between the Company and the shareholders (the Redemption Price). 

7.2 the redemption and/or repurchase in accordance with article 7 of these 
Articles is permitted provided that: 

(i) the net assets of the Company, as evidenced in the interim accounts of 
the Company to be prepared by the Board are not, or following the redemption 
would not become, lower than the amount of the share capital of the Company plus 
the reserves which may not be distributed under the laws of the Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg and/or these Articles. 

(ii) the Redemption Price does not exceed the amount of profits of the 
current financial year plus any profits carried forward and any amounts drawn from 
the Company’s reserves available for such purpose, less any losses of the current 
financial year, any losses carried forward and sums to be allocated in reserve 
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under the laws of the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg and these Articles; and 

(iii) the redemption and/or repurchase is made on the context of a 
reduction of the capital of the Company. The redemption and/or repurchase shall 
be decided by the shareholders in accordance with article 12 of these Articles. For 
the avoidance of doubt, the amount of the share capital reduction shall be paid to 
the holders of the class of shares subject to such redemption and/or repurchase. 

7.3 the amount of the special capital reserve account and/or share premium 
account may be used for the purpose of redeeming/repurchasing each class of 
Shares.” 

The Meeting resolves to fully restate article 16 of the Articles, so that it shall 
henceforth read as follows: 

“Art.16. Allocation of profits 

16.1. From the annual net profits of the Company, five per cent (5%) shall be 
allocated to the legal reserve required by the Law (the Legal Reserve). That 
allocation to the Legal Reserve will cease to be required as soon and as long as 
such Legal Reserve amounts to ten per cent (10%) of the subscribed share capital 
of the Company. 

16.2. Subject to any arrangements entered into from time to time by and 
between the Company and the Shareholders, the sole shareholder or the general 
meeting of shareholders shall determine how the remainder of the annual net 
profits will be disposed of. It may decide to allocate the whole or part of the 
remainder to a reserve or to a provision reserve, to carry it forward to the next 
following financial year or to distribute it to the shareholders. 

16.3. Subject to any arrangements entered into from time to time by and 
between the Company and the Shareholders, the sole shareholder or the 
shareholder's meeting may decide to pay interim dividends on the basis of the 
interim accounts prepared by the Board of Managers showing sufficient funds 
available for distribution provided that: 

(i) the amount to be distributed does not exceed profits realized since the 
end of the financial year increased by profits carried forward and distributable 
reserves and decreased by losses carried forward and any sums to be allocated to 
the reserves required by the Law or by these Articles; 

(ii) the Board must make the decision to distribute interim dividends within 
two (2) months from the date of the interim accounts; and 

(iii) the rights of the Company’s creditors are not threatened, taking the 
assets of the Company. 

If the interim dividends paid exceed the distributable profits at the end of the 
financial year, the shareholders must refund the excess to the Company.” 


The Meeting resolves to fully restate article 17.3 of the Articles, so that it shall 
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henceforth read as follows: 


“17.3 Subject to any arrangements entered into from time to time by and 
between the Company and the Shareholders, after payment of all the debts of and 
charges against the Company and of the expenses of liquidation, the net assets 
shall be distributed equally to the holders of the Shares on pro rata and pari passu 
basis.” 


FIFTH RESOLUTION 

The Meeting resolves to amend the register of shareholders of the Company in 
order to reflect the above changes and to authorise and empower any manager of 
the Company, each acting individually, to proceed on behalf of the Company, to 
the registration of the redemption of the Redeemed Shares in the register of 
shareholders of the Company and to execute, deliver and perform under any 
documents (including a notice) necessary or useful for such purpose. 

ESTIMATE OF COSTS 

The expenses, costs, fees and charges of any kind whatsoever which will have to 
be borne by the Company as a result of the present deed are estimated at 
approximately one thousand seven hundred Euro (EUR 1,700.-). 


DECLARATION 

The undersigned notary who understands and speaks English, states that on 
request of the above appearing party, the present deed is worded in English, 
followed by a French version. At the request of the same appearing parties, in case 
of discrepancies between the English and the French texts, the English version 
shall prevail.
